A v erdict of su icide has been 
retu rned by Coroner Lowell M. 
Green in the death of Dr. Jean 
R. LaVanchy , 25, y ou ng C arth­ 
age p hy sician, whose body 'w as j 
fou nd in his office a t Carthage 
abou t 10 o’clock Su nday night. 
The y ou ng doctor m et his 
death by taking a q u antity of 
p oison, Coroner Green stated, 
bu t no reasons for his self de­ 
stru ction were adv anced. Dr. La­ 
Vanchy had been dead abou t an 
hou r when the body was discov - 
ere, Coroner Green stated. 
Death was p ractically instan­ 
taneou s, and there were indica­ 
tions th a t the y ou ng Carthage 
p hy sician had taken only three 
step s before falling dead after 
drinking the p oison, a bottle of 
which was fou nd on a stand near 
the body . 
The discov ery was made by a 
y cu ng boy who glanced in the 
window of Dr. LaVanchy ’s light­ 
ed office as he was p assing the 
bu ilding. Noticing th a t the p hy ­ 
sician was ly ing on the floor, the 
y ou th notified Verne Plu mmer, 
Carthage town m arshal, who in­ 
v estigated and fou nd th a t the 
doctor was dead.

WHY NOT REMOVE THE MENACE? 
One of the most serious factors in our crime 
situation is that of the relentless, “ repeating” 
criminal. 
The newspapers are full of accounts of as­ 
saults, robberies and murders by thugs who hav e 
long records behind them of other crimes. These 
men are turned loose time and again to be giv en 
“ another chance.” Usually they use the new 
“ chance” to further their criminal careers. 
It is reasonable to believ e that a man, con­ 
v icted once of a crime, may , when released or 
pardoned, sincerely reform. 
It is entirely unreasonable, howev er, to believ e 
that a hardened wrong-doer whose whole life 
has been a testimonial to the strength of his 
criminal instincts, will be willing to change his 
way s. 
In New York, under the Baumes Laws, which 
giv e life imprisonment automatically on the 
fourth conv iction for a felony , crime is decreas­ 
ing. Other localities, where similar laws are in 
effect, find the result the same. 
We cannot compromise with crime. It is an 
unfortunate fact that all reform mov ements, 
based on purely moral grounds, hav e failed, be­ 
cause of the criminal's own unmorality . 
Sensible, undev iating laws, that hav e no part 
with misguided sentiment, rigidly enforced, will 
deter more criminals in a moment than all the 
anti-pistol laws ev er proposed could do in a y ear. 
We hav e failed in the past because we hav e 
pampered the criminal and compromised with 
crime. There can be no hope of success in the 
future unless we change our course of action, 
and put the “ repeating” criminal where he can 
do no harm.
